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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention 
relates to video encoding and decoding. The various related prior art of record fails to 
anticipate or render obviousness a method for encoding data representing a frame of 
the video signal, wherein the means for encoding data being arranged to repeat part, 
but not all, of the data, the repeat part including the picture header for the frame in 
combination with other limitations in claims 1, 7, 13,-14 and 17.
